Merry-Go -Ro und 
(Co ngressman Halleck Has Tro uble 
With Other Fello w’s Secrecy

WASHINGTON — What go es o n at a White 
Ho use meeting is alway s suppo sed to be 
a secret, 
unless the President himself decides to make it 
public. Ho wever, q;ccept during tensed-up war­ 
times, no White Ho use sessio ns have been 
clo aked in such secrecy as Ike’s recent meetings 
with cabinet and Capito l leaders o n his legis­ 
lative pro gram. 
The President has perso nally insured against 
leaks to the press by po intedly pledging every ­ 
o ne present to keep their lips butto ned. This is 
necessary , he explains, because discussio n at the 
meetings is *o ‘ff the cuff,” with a free and frank 
exchange o f o pinio ns o n so metimes co ntro versial 
subjects that might be misinterpreted if appear­ 
ing in the press. 


Naturally there will be differences in o pinio n 
regarding the legislative do cket fo r Co ngress, the 
President po ints o ut, adding that he wants to be 
free to speak his mind with co mplete cando r and 
that o thers at the meetings were entitled to the 
same privilege. 
At o ne sessio n, right after Eisenho w'er had 
finished his little speech o n secrecy , GOP Co n­ 
gressman Charley Halleck o f Indiana caused 
gales o f laughter. 
“ Yo u kno w,” he said, ‘T never have any tro uble 
keeping a secret. It’s the peo ple I tell it to who 
can't keep their mo uths shut. 
King Co tto n Debate 
Mo ther Nature has had mo st to do with kno ck­ 
ing co ngressio nal heads to gether regarding the 
biggest farm battle between the east and west— 
co tto n quo tas. 
Last summer, Califo rnia and the co me-lately 
co tto n areas o f Arizo na and New» Mexico were 
at lo ggerheads with o ld plantatio n states o f Mis­ 
sissippi, Geo rgia and the So utheast. The latter 
were to have their co tto n acreage cut o nly 25 
per cent, while the Par West was in fo r a 52 
per cent co tto n reductio n. 
This meant a lo ss o f abo ut $160,000,000 to the 
great central valley o f Califo rnia and was al­ 
mo st sure to bring eco no mic setbacks. Fo r the 
West started to beco me a really big co tto n- 
prcducing area o nly recently , and the co tto n- 
acreage quo tas are based o n the y ears 19 47-49 
and Î9 51-52.

British Co met 
A significant, so metimes acrid argument has 
been taking place between the British and U.S. 
aero nautic autho rities o ver British Co met jet 
airUners, which unfo rtunately no w seems set­ 
tled by the recent crash near Italy . 
Civil Aero nautics Administrato r Fred Lee had 
co nsistently refused to certify the Co met, which 
caused a sto rm o f resentment in England. Pan 
American Airway s has purchased three Co mets 
fro m De Havilland fo r future delivery , hut Lee 
had taken the po sitio n that the Co met had no t 
pro ved itself sufficiently fo r American certi­ 
ficatio n. 
Specifically he had do ubts abo ut the ship’s 
tendency to stall at lo w speeds and its instability 
in the air. Two o f the subsequent seven crashes, 
at Karachi and Ro me, have resulted fro m stall­ 
ing.

Science Has No t Yet Tapped 
The Well o f Human Behavio r

Scientists meeting in Bo sto n recently felt 
co mpelled to digest so me 
rather 
unflattering 
scientific findings: 
That in business and in the rearing and edu­ 
cating o f children, unijcientific way s o f training 
o ften 
achieve 
better 
results 
than 
scientific 
metho ds. 
That no nscientists frequently do a better jo b 
than scientists in teaching peo ple ho w to live 
and impro ve their lo t in life. 
This isn’t easy stuff fo r the psy eho lo gis*s and 
o ther specialists to swallo w. 
Fo r instance, they have fo und that many o f 
o ur mo st successful businessmen o ught—by their 
scientific tests—to have failed lo ng ago . Co n­ 
versely , o ther studies sho w that men who pass 
their leadership tests with high sco res o fttn do 
no t attract business managers. 
The scientists’ so mewhat sad co nclusio n was 
that the best way to pick a man fo r to p business 
leadership is to ask his bo ss ho w go o d he is. 
So me o f tho se who make the mo st effective 
leaders haven’t had 
any specific leadership 
training at all. On the o ther hand, the savants 
learned that carefully charted co llege educatio ns 
frequently “ breed leadership o ut o f the men.” 
As if this bafflement were no t eno ugh, they 
have disco vered aiso that lo ts o f children appear 
to learn a go o d deal mo re fro m hit-and-miss 
o utside activities than they do fro m scho o l. And 
“ unscientific” mo thers who fo ndle their o ff­ 
spring get better results than mo thers who cling 
to the rqles o f science. 
In the face o f these things, the scientists evi­ 
dently sho wed no particular humility . They co n­ 
tinued to insist that this co untry and the wo rld 
will be better places if they take the scho lars’ 
advice and use their measuring ro ds. 
Certainly no case can fairly be made fo r aban­ 
do ning 
the 
scientific 
appro ach 
to 
human 
behavio r. 
What the scientists have learned do es no t 
dispro ve the value o f scientific kno wledge and 
techniques. But it do es suggest that their wo rk 
in the human field has no t go ne nearly far 
eno ugh. 
Obvio usly they have no t learned y et ho w to 
calculate the true leadership facto rs, either in 
busines o r any o ther realm o f endeavo r. Their 
tests seem to o co ncerned with mechanical, sta­ 
tistical and surface measurements o f ability . 
They have no t fo und no r disco vered ho w to tap 
the inner springs o f po wer and reso urcefulness 
that make fo r genuine success. 
By the same to ken, they have no t y et figured 
o ut the real key to the successful imparting o f 
kno wledge. When they do , they will understand 
why hit-o r-miss extra-curricular do ings o ften 
surpass fo rmalized training in educatio nal ef­ 
fectiveness, and why students study ing vie tele­ 
visio n at Western 
Reserve 
University 
o ut­ 
stripped tho se taught o n the campus. 
There’s do thing wro ng with the scientific 
metho d. It’s simply that, in its applicatio n to 
human behavio r, it is still in its infancy .

Childless Marriages Are 


Frequently Medical Pro blem 


By Edwin P. J o rdan, M.D. 
In abo ut o ne American marriage o ut o f eight 
there are no children. It is hard to kno w ho w 
o ften this is intentio nal. It is undo ubtedly true 
that in a high percentage o f cases, the co uples 
wo uld like to have children, but seem unable to 
do so . 
Such invo luntarily 
sterile 
marriages 
cause eno rmo us distress and many divo rces. 
Such a situatio n is a medical pro blem. It Is 
no w kno wn there are many po ssible causes fo r 
sterility . In many cases these co uples are o nly 
relatively sterile since it is by no means infre­ 
quent fo r them to have children after they had 
decided it was impo ssible. 
Lessened fertility may be the result o f chro nic 
illness in either husband o r wife, caused by any 
number o f things such as anemia, undetected 
diabetes, o r po o r nutritio n. 
Frequently , when 
these are disco vered and co rrected, co nceptio n 
takes place with asto nishing pro mptness. 
In the past the failure to bear children was 
alway s blamed o n the wo man. This is no lo nger 
co nsidered co rrect since it is no w kno wn that 
so mething like half o f the sterile matings result 
fro m infertility o f the male partner. 
Since men are respo nsible fo r childless mar­ 
riages nearly as o ften as wo men, an investigatio n 
o f the po ssible causes o f sterility must include 
tho ro ugh examinatio n o f the man. 
Tests are 
available which can determine with great accu­ 
racy whether the barren marriage is due to male 
I infertility . The man must co o perate tho ugh. 
Many Causes o f Sterility 
There are many po ssible causes fo r the steril­ 
ity o f wo men who se co mplicated repro ductive 
apparatus can develo p defects which interfere 
with childbearing. 
One o f the mo st co mmo n 
causes o f barrenness in wo men is clo sure o f the 
o viducts, o r Fallo pian tubes, which carry the egg 
fro m the o vary to the wo man. If these passage­ 
way s are clo sed, co nceptio n is impo ssible. 
The childless co uple wanting children sho uld 
first be tho ro ughly examined by co mpetent phy ­ 
sicians, bo th o f them. When all o f the necessary 
info rmatio n o n their phy sical co nditio n has been 
co llected, it is po ssible lo decide what co rrective 
steps can be taken. In many cases the sterility 
can be o verco me and tho se who have previously 
co nsidered themselves unable to have children 
may have them.
